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FOREWARD 


A  publication  entitled,  "Enrollment  in  Higher  Education 
Institutions  in  the  State  of  Montana,"  has  been  issued  for  several 
years  by  the  Office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Higher  Education. 

On  July  1,  1987  governance  responsibility  for  postsecondary 
vocational  technical  centers  was  transferred  from  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  to  the  Montana  Board  of  Regents  of  Higher 
Education. 

The  title  of  this  annual  report  has  been  changed  to  "Enrollment  in 
Postsecondary  Education  Institutions  in  the  State  of  Montana"  to 
reflect  the  fact  that  enrollment  data  for  the  vocational  technical 
centers  are  now  included,  where  appropriate  and  where  data  are 
available. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  incorporate  data  from  the  tribal 
community  colleges,  also.

ENROLLMENT  IN  POSTSECONDARY  EDUCATION  INSTITUTIONS 
IN  THE  STATE  OF  MONTANA,  FALL  1987 


Enrollment  information  is  collected  by  the  Commissioner  of  Higher 

Education  from  each  college  and  university  within  the  State  of  Montana 

each  term.   This  report  summarizes  those  data  for  Fall  1987  and  makes 
some  comparisons  with  the  previous  year  or  years. 

Total  Enrollment 
Enrollment  of  students  in  degree  credit  programs  in  higher 
education  institutions  in  the  State  of  Montana  in  the  fall  semester  or 
quarter  of  1987  increased  by  340  students  or  +0.1%  from  the  previous 
fall.   This  increase  is  primarily  due  to  inclusion  of  several 
institutions  not  previously  reporting.   Enrollments  in  the  vocational 
technical  centers  increased  by  31  students  or  1.0%.   Table  1  shows 
these  data.

71.2%  of  the  reported  students  attend  campuses  of  the  Montana 
University  System,  9.0%  attend  independent  colleges,  2.4%  attend 
tribal  colleges,  8.9%  attend  community  colleges  and  8.5%  attend 
vocational  technical  centers. 
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Commissioner  of  Higher  Education 

Montana  State  University  accounts  for  the  largest  percentage  of 
students  in  the  Montana  University  System  (37%)  and  in  the  state 
(26.4%).   Table  2  shows  comparative  institutional  enrollments  for  Fall 
1986  and  Fall  1987. 

From  Table  2  one  can  observe  that  enrollments  decreased  at  five  of 
the  six  campuses  of  the  Montana  University  System  from  Fall  1986  to 
Fall  1987.   The  largest  numerical  decrease  occurred  at  the  University 
of  Montana  while  the  largest  percent  decrease  was  at  Northern  Montana 
College.   Total  enrollments  increased  0.1%  at  the  community  colleges. 
Two  of  the  three  community  colleges  showed  decreases.   Enrollments  at 
the  independent  colleges  increased  13.5.   Enrollments  increased  at 
three  of  the  vocational  technical  centers  and  declined  at  two.

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From  Table  3  one  can  observe  that  enrollments  decreased  at  five  of 
the  six  campuses  of  the  Montana  University  System  from  Fall  1983  to 
Fall  1987.   Western  Montana  College  showed  a  5.4%  increase.   The 
largest  numerical  and  the  largest  percent  decrease  occurred  at  Montana 
State  University.   Total  enrollments  decreased  11.1%  at  the  community 
colleges.   Flathead  Valley . Community  College  showed  an  increase  of 
14.6%.   Enrollments  at  the  independent  colleges  decreased  5.2%. 

Distribution  of  Enrollment  bv  Institution 

The  proportion  of  the  total  enrollment  within  the  State  of  Montana 
attributable  to  any  one  institution  fluctuates  slightly  from  year  to 
year.   Table  4  portrays  these  data  for  the  last  two  years.

The  category  of  non-traditional  freshman  student  was  added  during 
this  period,  so  comparisons  of  freshmen  categories  for  these  years 
need  to  be  carefully  done.*  All  freshmen,  however,  declined  by  10% 
from  Fall  1986  to  Fall  1987.

In-state  origin  varies  from  65%  at  Rocky  Mountain  College  to  100% 
at  Salish-Kootenai  Community  College.   In  the  Montana  University 
System  in-state  origin  varies  from  79%  at  the  University  of  Montana  to 
97%  at  Northern  Montana  College. 

150  or  more  students  from  Alaska,  California/  Colorado/  Idaho, 
Illinois/  Minnesota,  Oregon/  Washington  and  Wyoming  enroll  in  Montana 
institutions.   These  states  showed  decreases  between  2.3%  and  25.9% 
from  Fall  1985  to  Fall  1987. 

In  the  Montana  University  System  the  percent  of  declines  were 
generally  higher  for  the  same  period.

The  figures  in  Table  15  represent  students  who  have  been 
reclassified  from  non-resident  to  resident  status  as  well  as 
students  whose  address  at  the  time  of  initial  application  was  in 
Montana  but  who  were  determined  to  be  properly  classified  as  non- 
residents.  They  also  reflect  students  whose  address  upon 
application  was  outside  Montana  but  who  were  determined  to  be 
properly  classified  as  Montana  residents.   In  addition,  these  totals 
reflect  some  students  whose  initial  residency  was  in  a  foreign 
country  but  who  have  been  granted  permanent  visas  and  thus  had  their 
residency  changed. 


First-Time  Students 

Students  entering  higher  educational  institutions  for  the  first 
time  are  reported  in  two  categories:   first-time  beginning  freshmen 
and  non-traditional  freshmen.   There  was  a  decrease  of  6%  in  numbers 
of  first-time  freshmen  from  Fall  1986  to  Fall  1986,  which  is  the 
same  as  the   6%  decrease  for  the  previous  two-year  period.

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Five  units  of  the  Montana  University  System  had  a  decrease  in 
full-time  students.   Two  units  had  decreases  in  part-time  students. 
Full-time  students  in  all  institutions  in  the  state  decreased  by 
2.7%  while  part-time  students  increased  by  1.3% 

The  College  of  Great  Falls  and  Rocky  Mountain  College  showed  an 
increase  in  numbers  of  full-time  and  part-time  students.   Carroll 
College  had  a  decrease  in  full-time  and  an  increase  in  part-time 
students.   Dawson  and  Miles  Community  Colleges  had  increases  in  full 
time  students  and  decreases  in  part-time  students  while  Flathead 
Valley  Community  College  showed  a  decrease  in  full-time  students  and 
an  increase  in  part-time  students. 

Full-time  Equivalent  Students 

For  some  purposes  it  is  desirable  to  convert  part-time  students 
to  full-time  eguivalent  students.   To  do  so,  a  formula  which  eguates 
15  undergraduate  student  credit  hours  (or  12  graduate  student  credit 
hours)  to  one  full-time  equivalent  student  is  used  for  higher 
education  institutions.   The  vocational  technical  centers  currently 
utilize  a  clock  hour  conversion  for  calculating  full-time 
equivalents  whereby  333.33  clock  hours  equal  one  full-time 
equivalent  student. 

Table  19  portrays  these  data  for  postsecondary  education 
institutions  in  Montana  for  Fall  1986  and  Fall  1987.
